Hundreds  of  dollars  lying  un- 
claimed  in  local  and  uptown 
banks  could  provide  unexpected 
New  Year’s  presents  for  Villagers. 
In  most  cases  the  money  has  been 
deposited  and  forgotten,  the  ownér 
having  died  or  moved  away. 

^  Among  the  long  lists  of  un- 
claimed  accounts  that  ahnost  all 
banks  possess  are  many  “last- 
known”  addresses  in  the  Village 
area.  Usually  the  accounts  are 
smal!  and  have  been  forgotten. 

John  Morris,  vice  president  of 
the  West  Side  Savings  Bank,  the 
Village’s  oldest,  told  the  Voice : 
“After  15  years  the  account  is  ad- 
vertised  by  law  and  if  unclaimed 
the  money  goes  to  the  state.  In 
the  case  of  small  accounts  we  gen- 
erally  find  that  they  have  just 
been  overlooked. 

Where  they  are  larger  and  we 
haven  t  been  able  to  contact  any- 
body  at  the  old  address  our  next

contact  usually  tums  out  to  be  a 
legal  representative  acting  on  be- 
half  of  the  deceased’s  family.

Number  41  Carmine  StTeet  is 
a  grimy  building,  at  least  50  years 
old,  in  the  south  part  of  the  Vil¬ 
lage.

have  known  Mrs.  Gargani  when 
she  last  lived  there— 1940,  accord- 
ing  to  bank  records.
